He portrayed her 
as a woman of inexperience in af- 
fairs of big business, and declared 
she had been snared by politics, 
and, faced by a gigantic task, had 
been helpless in the hands of un- 
scrupulous assistants who were 
keenly aware of the workings of 
politics. 

Special Prosecutor George Ze 
Medalie, on the contrary, told the 
jury that Mrs. Knapp had formed 
a deliberate plan to recover from 
financial distress by the use of 
State funds, obtained through the 
issuing of false pay checks to her 
relatives. 

After the verdict was returned, 
Justice Callaghan called Dr. A. R. 
Davignon to the sfand to testify 
as to Mrs. Knapp’s physical con- 
dition. The doctor said she need- 
ed a complete rest. Dr. A. W. El- 
ting also testified that Mrs. Knapp 
had .sprained her ankle, thereby 
aggravating a “distressing physical 
condition.” He predicted her 
health would be poor for some 
time. | 

Justice Callaghan postponed sen- 
tence until such time as her health 
should be restored. At that time, 
he said, he intended to impose a 
prison sentence. He fixed the date 
for sentence’as September 4.

Kansas with unrelenting vigor. 

By air, automobile and foot the 
quest went on for the _ robbers, 
their number now. thought to be 
reduced to three.

the Lamar bank, had died. 

While the search centered m the

Kansas counties, roads were guard- 
ed in Bastern Colorado, So thern 
Wyoming, Western Nebraska.

The robbers, who shot and killed 

77 years old, pres- 
ident of the Lamar Bank, and his 
son, John Parrish, cashier. and es- 
caped with $20,000, shot to death 
Dr. W. W Wineinger of Dighton, 
Kan., after he had been lured from 
his home to treat their wounded 
coimnrade. 

Dr. Wineinger’s medicine kit was 
found near Oakley, Kan., about 
200 yards from the roadside, and 
in it were several bloody bandages. 
Officers said this indicatea he had 
treated the wounded robber.

Five m nths after Wilmas took 
office, on June 13, 1926, Albert

On the other hand, there tas 
been some activity by county offi- 
cers against bootleggers.

For years the county has been 
notoriously “wide open,” with 
stills in plentiful Operation and 
liquor sold at innumerable road- 
houses. Last summer Tony Foley 
extended his gambling operations 
with the Opening of a dog race- 
track, the Ramona Kennel Glub. 
The company operating a dog 
track near Collinsville quickly built 
the Wellston track in St. Louis 
County, and both did a flourishing 
unsupervised business last year, 
using the “contribution” system of 
betting. Ramona opened again re- 
cently, but shut down pending dis- 
position of injunctton suits filed by 
Attorney-General Gentry and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mueller. Wellston 
track did not open, and a_ third 
one, Silver Heel. recently complet- 
ed, operated only a few days.

Try and Prove It. 


HE Attorney General's office 


handed down an opinion last 
week that there is no limit to the 
number of game fish a person 
may have in his possession if the 
daily creel limit has not been 
violated! 

Here is the game and fish de- 
partment’s version of _ new 
ruling: 

The opinion states that while 
the possession of more than the 
daily limit is “prima facie” evi- 
dence of law violation, the pos- 
session of the excess number is 
not in itself a violation of the 
law. Should a game warden 
find a fisherman in possession of 
an-illegal number of fish, the 
burden of proof is upon the fish- 
erman to prove that he did not 
exceed the limit in any one day. 
If he can prove that he did not 
take more fish in any one day 
than he law permits, he has 
nothing to fear!

The accumulation amounts 
to 40 fish. Then along drifts 
the game warden. It’s up to 
you to PROVE that those fish 
were caught in three days’ fish- 
ing, and not in one day.

Used as Bait for Business, 

In one of the many debates on alien prop- 
erty Senator Borah tolg the Senate: “Such 
contracts (contingent-fee contracts) cover, I 
am informed, as much as $30,000,000: and 
some of those who have secured them have 
gone so far as to circulate the statement in 
Germany that $12,000,000 of that $30,000,- 
000 was to be used with the Congress of the 
United States to get this bill through.” The 
bill referred to was ene providing for a par- 
tiat return to German claimants.

Borah has never supported his statement 
with concrete evidence, but undoubtedly the 
condition was pretty much as he described it. 
Only a thorough Congressional investigation 
could uncover the facts. Such an investiga- 
tion was proposed by Borah two years ago 
and a resolution authorizing it to be made 
by a special committee of five members was 
put through the Senate. Borah was appoint- 
ed chairman of this committee. The Con- 
sress of that year, however, adjourned with- 
out appropriating money for the inquiry, 
which thereupon was allowed to drop. 

Borah told the correspondent recently that 
the failure to prosecute the investigation was 
due partly to the lack of money and partly 
to his feeling that nothing should be done 
that might delay the passage of a bill return- 
ing the seized property to its ownérs, This 
restitution, as he saw it, was the paramount 
end to be sought, and he feared’ that long 
hearings would only bring about further 
postponement. 

Borah pointed also to the fact that an in- 
vestigation of the alien property office was 
made by Comptfoller-General McCarl at the 
direction of the President, and a report of 
McCarl’s findings submitted to the Sétate at 
the end of 1926.

Winslow Act Limited Fees 


of Attorneys to 3 Per Cent 

But we have got ahead of the story. While 
attorneys after the armistice were gathering 
up powers of attorney in Germany, Congress 
performed an act of belated and partial jus- 
tice to the claimants by passing the Winslow 
act, providing for the return of claims up to 
$10,000. This became a law on March 4, 1923. 
The excuse given for not returning more of 
the property was that Congress was in duty 
bound to retain a large proportion of the funds 
until adequate provision should be made by 
the German Government for the settlement of 
American claims against Germany and its na- 
tionals. 

The passage of the Winslow act and of other 
amendments authorizing the return of prop- 
erty to certain classes of “enemies” and “allies 
of enemies,” plus the returns which have been 
made on the ground of erroneous seizures, 
have whittled the property held by the Alien 
Property Custodian from $500,000,000 to 
about $265,000,000. 

The Winslow act carried an important sec- 
tion limiting attorneys’ fees to 3 per cent and 
providing a heavy penalty for violation. 
Though this provision has been successfully 
evaded, as shown by the McCarl report, there 
is no doubt that it puts large crimp in the 
expectations of lawyers who had gathered up 
contitigent-fee contracts.

Mr. Coolidge, in his message vetoing the McNary: 
Haugen bill, uses strong and sound arguments. But 
he goes too far for the consistency of his party and 
himself. Instead of standing on the objections that 
the bill is unconstitutional, unworkable in practice, 
and would build up another immense bureau faced by 
great difficulties in operating the measure, he goes 
further and offers objection that it is unsound in its 
fundamenta! principles. He says: 

In its essentials the objectionable plan pro- 
posed here is the stimulation of agricultural com- 
modities and products thereof by artificially con- 
trolling the surplus so that there will be an ap- 
parent scarcity on the market. 


That is true. It does propose to hold surpluses of 
agricultural products and thus create an artificial 
condition of the market and artificial high prices for 
the farmers. But that is precisely what the high pro- 
tective tariff does for industries benefited by it. It 
is designed to limit the market by cutting off foreign 
imports and thus creating a monopoly market for do- 
mestic manufactures. This, of course, permits the 
manufacturers to fix their prices as high as the 
artificial barrier set up by the protective tariff. It 
enables them to charge artificial high prices in the 
domestic market. The farmer, as well as any other 
citizen, has to pay this artificial price. But the 
farmer must sell in an unprotected market, and there- 
fore he is impoverished by the difference between the 
price at which he sells and the artificial price at 
which he buys his commodity. 

Naturally, the farmer, finding himself between the 
upper and the nether millstones, wants to enjoy some 
of the privileges accorded the tariff barons. He 
wants to enjoy the benefits of artificially created 
prices, to enable him to meet the artificially created 
prices of the manufacturers. He wants the prices 
of his products stimulated by the favor and co-op- 
eration of the Government. Jn short, he says, if 
you give privilege to one set of producers, you should

The Democrats have a well- 
grounded suspicion that the broadcasting 
ef their Donnybrook Fair in Madison 
Sq@are Garden may have done them more 
harm than good. The conventions will 
dowbtliess be broadcast. because neither 
party would dare to admit that it feared to 
let the country overhear its deliberations. 
But such broadcasting will not constitute 
an important item on the campaign pro- 
gram, which will consist for the most part 
of speeches specially made before the mi- 
crophone in the studio, by candidates and 
others. A technical difficulty about con- 
vention broadcasting, which has grown up 
since 1924, is that nearly all stations have 
now sold much of their time on the.air to 
advertisers, whose contracts call fer the 
use of the station facilities at stated periods 
each day or each week. 

There is reason to believe that the radio 
audience is today somewhat more sophis- 
ticated than in 1924. Not many lsteners 
any more are willing to hear any sort of 
speaker on any eubject merely because of

the chances are that most people will 
listen only to some famous national figure. 
The “millions of listeners’ of whom the 
program managers boast may boil down 
in actuality to a very small handful indeed, 
especially if some other station is at the 
same moment offering attractive music. 
listening to speeches on the radio is at best 
rather wearisome. Fifteen minutes on the 
air is the equivalent of at least an hour 
in a hall; and, as has often been pointed 
out, its psychology is utterly different. 
The mob emotion which clouds our intel- 
lectual processes at a public meeting is 
largely lacking. To be successful, a radio 
speaker must rely . more on intellectual 
processes and less on the art of the orator. 

Quite apart from their superior campaign 
chest in 1924, the Republicans in that year 
enjoyed a tremendous advantage in the 
use of the radio. Most stationg were owned 
then, as they are now, by public utility 
corporations or other large, conservative 
business corporations, whose managers be- 
lieve that their interests are 
with the conservative wing of the Repub- 
lican party. The Federal radio law of 1926 
provides that when any candidate is given 
time on the air from any station. an equa! 
opportunity must be afforded his oppo- 
nent: but it is the simplest matter in the 
world to evade this law. It does not cover, 
for example, speeches on behalf of a can- 
didate; nor surreptitious political propa- 
ganda slipped into an address on some 
other theme; nor. the broadcasting as 
“news” of dinners given by pelitical or- 
ganizations. It would be expecting too 
much of human nature to suppose that the 
owners Of radio stations will be impartial 
as between the party with which they are 
affiliated, and its opponent. 


If the candidates of the two parties are 
Hoover and Smith, this condition will be 
re-emphasized. The radio industry remem- 
bers that, not so long ago, Mr. Hoover was 
its boss, and remembers also that if Con- 
gres; should fail to renew the life of the 
Radio Commission (as it very nearly did a 
few weeks ago) he would again come into 
control It is no reflection on Mr. Hoover 
~——perhaps on the whole it is a compliment 
to him--to point out that he has an “inside 
track” With most of the broadcasters, ir-

This advantage, incidestally. will accrue 
to him in connection with another new 
mechanical aid to campaigning. This year, 
for the first time in history, talking motion 
pictures will be used to present candidates 
to the public. Their advantages are nu- 
merous and obvious, and particularly so 
for a man like Mr. Hoover, who does not 
make a very good impression when he ap- 
pears On the platform, but can be stage- 
managed and rehearsed into an effective 
figure on the screen.

Col. Johnson, when informed of 
these istatements by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, explained that 
when in Germany in 1922, he dealt 
with a German organization com.

He 
made ‘a contract with this organ- 
ization to do what he could to in- 
fluence the American people, 
through advertising, to favor the 
return. of the sequestered property. 
He had no thought, he said, of ap- 
proaching Congress. 

He signed contracts covering 
$30,000,000 in claims represented 
by the business organization in 
question... This later became $60,- 
000,000 and he ‘was to receive a 
commigsjon of 10 per cent. Then 
came the passage of the Winslow 
bill, fixing fees at 3 per cent, 
whereupon, he said, he voided his 
contracts and became the repre- 
Sentative of qa small textile group. 
He said that he now represented 


protect German claimants against 
predatory attorneys, so the recen‘ty 
passed act throws a safeguaro 
around American claimants by 
stipulating that only a rasona je 
fee may be charged for services be- 
fore the Claims Commission, re- 
gardiless of any prior contract »e- 
tween the claimant and his atto-- 
ney. If a claimant thinks that he 
is being gouged by his lawyer, he 
has only to bring his case before 
the Américan commissioner, ‘who 
is authorized to fix the fee. No 
appeal frcm his decision is permit- 
ted. 

The law provides that if anyone 
accepting a fee in excess of the 
amount so. allowed, he shall be 
punished with a fine four times 
the amount of the consideration 
accepted. 

If claimants stand by their 
rights -inder this law, hundreds of 
contingent-fee contracts, some of 
them allowing the lawyer as high 
as 25 or even 50 per cent, will be 
knocked into a cocked hat. The 
Claims commission recently sent 
out an official notice to claimants 
saying that, at their request, Com- 
missioner Anderson would deter- 


tion . of the Justice ‘Department 
dealing with alien property claims. 

There were numerous claims 
pending at that time for the re- 
turn of property on the ground’ of 
erroneous seizure, and Johnson was 
in Europe from March to August, 
1923, investigating some of these 
claims. 

Johnson resigned from the de- 
partment in 1925 and entered the 
employ of Col. Charles F. H. John- 
son, some of whose activities have 
already been noted. : 

A $12,000 Trip to Europe. 

The expense of Johnson's trip *o 
Europe was $12,000, which: was 
paid out of various trust funds. 
The report notes that “the allow- 
ance of the $3,000,000 Jensen claim 
was entirely based upon a report 
of his (Johnson's) investigation 
thereof, no copy of which could 
be found in the’files of either the 
Alien Property Custodian’s office 
or the Department of Justice.” 


Two previous recommendations had 


been made against the allowance 
of the claim. 

Three weeks before Johnson re- 
signed from the Department. of 
Justice, where he received a salary

POLES SET UP DOWNTOWN | 


Standards Rising 2344 Feet Above 

Sidewalk Placed on Twelfth 

Street. ' 

The first of the large concrete 
poles to be erected for the new 
electric street lights downtown 
have been put in place in Twelfth 
street, north of Clark avenue, and 
in front of Police Headquarters. 
They rise 23% feet above the 
ground, with eight feet sunk in 
concrete below the sidewalk. They 
weigh 3600 pounds each. 

There will be 1500 of these poles 
and 2500 others' rising 14 feet 
above the sidewalks, in the district 
bounded by the river and Chou- 
teau, Cass and Jefferson avenues. 
The bigger ones will be installed at 
night, when movement of vehicles 
and pedestrians is light. Each of 
the big poles will have one lumi- 
naire with a 1500 candle-power 
bulb, except that those in J'welfth 
boulevard, between Market street 
and Washington avenue, will have 
two luminaires, each with a 2500- 
candle-power bulb.

HOLLYWOOD 


HOLLYWOOD, May 26. 
EN who make motion picturcs 
M here frequently refuse to try 
them out on the screen of any 
theater in or about Hollywood. [u- 
stead they take them to towns 50 
to 100 miles away’ for preview. 
Picture-goers in the studio area are 
too blase, too “movie-wise,” they 
sav, to react to a new film as any 
normal American movie audience 
would react to it. 
Well, perhaps 
around here are ‘‘movie-wise” and 
all that, but ‘a visit to the lost- 
and-found department of a Holly- 
wood theater will reveal evidence 
enough that studio area movie fans 
become so interested in the pic- 
tures they watch that they walk 
away from the theater and leave 
behind them everything it would 
be humanly possible to forget. 
Shoe-buckles, spectacles and 
spectacle cases, keys. umbrellas, 
purses, books, powder  puffs—all 
these one might expect even a 
slightly bored audience to leave be- 
hind. But that is not all. Ushers 
who, take care of such things say 
they find many objects which only 
someone. decidedly wrapped up in

T. LOUIS, on occa- 
sion dubbed “the 
city surrounded by 
the United State:,”’

Atlantic. The St. Louis yacht is a 
three-masted steel schooner, it is 
called the Atlantic, and it is owned by 
Gerard B. Lambert of this city. It is said 
to have an excellent chance of carrying 
off the cup donated by the Spanish King. 


One of the reasons the Atlantic's 
chances seem so favorable is that its 
skipper will be Charles Francis Ad- 
ams, and he is one of the outstanding 
figures in the race. Adams finds in 
racing a pleasant though sometimes 
stormy avocation during two months 
or so of vacation period. For the rest 
of his 12-month period each year he is 
occupied with the not too easy task 
of being treasurer of Harvard. Besides, 
he holds other financial trusts which ru- 
mor tells us run up into the billions. 


DAMS, the descendant of two 
A\ presiaents has been a sailor and 

a boat racer since he was a child. 
He was born on the shores of Massa- 
chusetts Bay and for more than 60 
years he has handled tillers and wheels 
until his skill and judgment and abii- 
ity, derived from hard experience in 
thousands of races, has become nearly 
the kind often referred to as uncanny. 


One of his most remarkable exploits 
was in 1920, when, sailing the Reso- 
lute in the Lipton race, he defeated the 
Shamrock IV, with the odds appearing 
tremendously against him. 


Much of this veteran's success, as 
he will himself tell you, has been due 
to preparedness. He is one of the very 
few yachtsmen at Marblehead—where 
he has done nearly all of his racing 
during the past 20 years—who _ re- 
fuses to employ a paid hand in keep- 
ing his boat in condition or sailing her. 
For his crews he chooses keen, lively 
boys—and girls. His daughter, Cath- 
erine Adams, now Mrs. Henry S. Mor- 
gan, often has handled the jibsheet 
and spinnaker on his yachts, and for the 
past five years his »ainsheet man has 
been his son, Charles !“rancis Adams Jr..

Skipper Adams will -not be the only 
one of his particular unit in the race 
who is a veteran around whose head 
hang the glories of the past. For his 
ship, the Atlantic, likewise has a his- 
tory, and an enviable one. She won 
a title as an ocean-racing champion 23 
years ago, establishing a trans-Atlantic 
yacht record from New York to Cowes 
which still stands. And, doing it, she won 
the then Emperor of Germany’s cup. 

That cup, too, has a history, but a 
history not so pleasant as Skipper 
Adams’ or the Atlantic’s. It was very 
lovely in design, it was three feet tall; 
surely it seemed to be of high intrin- 
sic value, let alone the value of its 
symbolic significance. But, lo and be- 
hold, 13 years after it 
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entries had been received, and one of 
the first ships among them was the 
Atlantic.

: ERE is the biography of the 
H Atlantic: She was built in New 

York in 1903 for Wilson Mar- 
shall.

In 1904 she went to England and re- 
turned with two highly prized tro- 
phies, the Brenton’s Reef and Cape 
May cups. 

In 1911 the Atlantic successfully 
defended the Cape May cup. But she 
was beaten for the Brenton Reef 
trophy by the Karina. 

For the King of Spain‘’s race the 
Atlantic has been rerigged. This work 
was done under the supervision of 
Frederick M. Hoyt, a New York de- 
signer, who was aboard her as a guest 
in her ocean race of 1905. She has 
been given three hollow steel spars, 
one of which was carried by the Reso- 
lute in the last America’s Cup race, 
another by the sloop Vanitie and a

third by a schooner known as the Sea

The Atlantic is the smallest of the 
trio of three-masted schooners entered 
in the July race.

One of her contestants, the bark Alo- 
ha, measures 218 feet from stem to 
stern. But then she has her inferiors 
as to size, for she is larger than the 
brigantine Cressida, the schooners 
Speejacks and Zodiac, and the schoon- 
er which Senor J. Echevarrieta, well- 
known Spanish yachtsman, has pur- 
chased in England, a schooner that 
once belonged to the last Kaiser. 

But to get to racing yachts in gen- 
eral.

Atoms, in their turn, are made up. 
the theory says, of electrons and pro- 
tons, possessing negative and positive 
charges of electricity, and these are 
grouped about a central nucleus. All 
these parts of the atom adhere to- 
gether with a tremendous force with- 
in the atom, and it was once believed 
that it was only necessary to break up 
the atom—or rather several atoms— 
to release an equally tremendous 
amount of energy.

They will compete with no 
restrictions as to sail, but their mo- 
tors—for all of them are equipped 
with auxiliary power—will either 
be sealed or otherwise made useless 
for propelling purposes. Off they 
will go for their race of 3200 miles, 


their finish at the entrance to San- 
tander harbor, on the northern 
shore of the Spanish peninsula. 
As for the little fellows, leaving a 
week earlier, they will compete for 
a cup offered by the Spanish Queen, 


this cup to encourage amateur 
yachtsmen as deep-sea sailors and 
navigators. 


When the races across the sea are 
over, a day or two will be kept for 
refitting, then will come races along 
the shore, one to Bilboa, the other 
to San Sebastian, summer capital of 
Spain. 

In the smaller class six yachts 
have been entered, two of them 
built especially for the race. And 
three of them, in memory of the 
ships of Columbus, will bear these 
names: The Nina, the Pinta and 
the Santa Maria. In this minor 
class all the sailing and navigation 
must be done by amateurs. 


And with the Atlantic being as 
good a ship as she is, and captained 
by as good a skipper as she is, it is 
possible that St. Louis, which sent 
a winner flying over the sea last 
year, may send a winner sailing 
over it in 1928.

RUSSIAN savant, 
Dr. Sergei Vas- 
silief, announces 
after many years 
of experiments 
that he has final- 
ly succeeded in 
making the inani- 
mate bodies of men and animals 
either’ transparent or invisible, 
and that he expects to achieve the 
game success shortly with living 
bodies. 

“I do not see much practical in- 
terest in making living human 
bodies invisible, unless one be- 
lieves in H. G. Wells’ extraordina- 
ry ideas,’ explained Dr. Vassilief, 
who came to Paris to carry on his 
work after the Russian revolution, 
“but it will be of tremendous 
therapeutical importance if I can 
make them transparent, as it wil) 
then be possible to study and treat 
all kinds of organic and function- 
al diseases with perfect knowledge 
and assurance. 

“If the bones and organs thein- 
selves become too invisible they 
can be slightly colored, and at 
one glance a doctor will be able 
to see if a patient has a cancer or 
merely a stomachache. The prac- 
tice of medicine and surgery will 
become far more efficacious, and 
vivisection will be unnecessary.” 


Dr. Vassilief’s process consists 
of treating the body with various 
acids and reagents, and in his Par- 
is laboratory he has a mummified 
horse that is as clear as glass, ex- 
cept that the organs have been ar- 
tificially tinted with colors so that 
they can be studied. He also vit- 
rified a number of human bodies 
in Russia during the revolution 
and sent them about the country 
on special trains so that the peas- 
ants could see the effect of too 
much alcohol on the differenti or- 


gans. 
H the feet of some living ani- 
mals, but his present treat- 
ment is too strong and they have 
all died during the course of it. 
He is now using milder acids with 
considerable success, and he has 
been able to make small patches 
of his own body more or less 
transparent. 

The invisibility of bodies is 
achieved by almost the same 
processes, but he seems to be 
frightened by the fantastic possi- 
bilities of this line of research, and 
is specializing on his transparen- 
cy work. 


Dr. Vassilief’s reference to H. 
G. Wells is concerned with the lat- 
ter’s book, ‘‘The Invisible Man,” 
which Wells himself described on 
the title page as ‘A Grotesque Ro- 
mance,’ perhaps now not so gro- 
tesquely romantic as Wells imag- 
ined when he wrote the story. 

In the book the invisible man is 
a scientist who was fascinated by 
the subjects of light, of pigmenta-
